Blood Is Thicker Than Water 


British Admiral Shooed Germans 
From U. S. Ships 


This is a good time to remember 
how at a critical time in the Span- 
ish-American war, the British navy 
stood by the U. S. navy against the 
German enemy they are now oppos- 
ing as confederates ip arms. | 

An_ officer who was present 
Manilla Bay that fateful day, 
the tale, 

“During the early morning of Aug- 
ust 13, the weather was very warm 
and humid, but after a time it cleared 
somewhat. L was standing on shore, 
together with some other officers, 
Von Diederich’s German fleet—there 
Were cight ships in all, seven” large 
warships and one smaller vessel—was 
in one corner of the harbor. During 
the night the Germans had t..oved in 
until they were much closer to Dew- 
ey than before. Owing ta the dis- 
tance it was impossible to tell just 
what was taking place on board, but

tivity. 

“Captain Chichester’s English 
ships were lying between the Ger- 
mans and Dewey's fleet. Captain 
Chichester had taken this same ¢

the moment when the conflict ap-!| 
peared inevitable the British ships} 
began to get under way. In a few 


minutes more Chichester’s ships were 
directly between our fleet and the 
Germans. And they were ready for 
action and quite ready to fight if 
need be.

ship, ved th® Olympia, the decks 
of iitish vessel were crowded

ner,’ 

“In a few minutes more the crisis 
was over; the forts were captured 
and the Germans drew away to the 
other side of the bay.” 

Shall we ever know under what 
particular orders the German ships 
were in Manilla Bay, and why they 
adopted so menacing an attitude? 

We do know that it was because 
blood is thicker than water, that the 
British commander plainly warned 
the Germans that Britain's might 
would not permit the United States 
to be attacked from behind, while 
fighting another enemy. 

What would have happened had 
the British fleet been clsewhere, 
when the lesson it alone could teach 
was so badly needed at Manilla?

Assisting Manitoba Farmers to Pur-

Under a scheme of the Manitoba 
government, farmers in that prov- 
ince with grazing and feeding facili- 
ties, but without the means — with 
which to buy cattle, are enabled to 
stock their farms with high-class an- 
imals, feed them all summer, and sell 
them in the winter.
